In the storeroom, beyond 
the white door, is a very harvest—olive-oil in 
gallons, basketfuls of almonds and lemons, boxes 
of flower petals, dried and fragrant.

Nature has always been the foremost manu- 
facturer in the field of cosmetics. In the time of 
the Pharaohs, dusky court beauties carmined 
their lips with beet-juice and bathed conscien- 
tiously in milk. Turkish women, behind the 
swaying curtains of the harem, mixed their 
rouges of damask rose petals and white vinegar. 
Cleopatra’s whole day was ruined if the olive-oil 
supply for her bath gave out. And Poppaea, 
Nero’s fascinating wife, never went on even a 
short trip to her country house outside Rome 
without ordering that fifteen she-asses be driven 
in her train to supply her with complexion cream.

THE AGES OF VANITY 


The women of the Orient and old Rome knew 
the importance and the secrets of being beautiful. 
Cosmetic art reached its height under the Roman 
Empire. There was a street in Capua, famous 
in its day, devoted entirely to the selling of cos- 
metics. Even Ovid once put his poetic note-book 
aside to write the recipe for complexion cream. 
It wasn’t a bad cream, either—of barley and 
bean flour, eggs and honey—, and it was used as 
recently as the eighteenth century. 

But, Rome fell; the Dark Ages descended; 
Vanity had to take the back seat—a faded favour- 
ite. Her next great reign came with the Louis 
in France. These gay gentlemen had their queens 
—some who shared their thrones and others who 
shared their hearts—, but Vanity was truly their 
sovereign. She ruled, with some mishaps, through 
the Directoire and the First Empire. Then came 
a lull in her power. The great aristocracy of 
France was dissipated, scattered like Gold-

smith’s sweet Auburn. Victoria, in England, 
though a connoisseur in knickknacks, knew little 
of beauty and how to attain it. Besides, she 
disapproved of rouge. Not until the present time 
has Vanity risen again to the ascendant. Max 
Beerbohm, in his Defence of Cosmetics, hails her 
with joy, “An era of rouge is upon us, dear 
Artifice is with us.” And, of course, she has all 
her old secrets in her reticule. 


BEAUTY SECRETS FROM THE PAST 


What was good for beauty in the past is good 
for it now. Beet-juice and its ilk have been given 
up, because they are impractical; and more last- 
ing rouges than rose petals in vinegar have been 
discovered. But olive-oil and almond-oil are 
important ingredients in modern cosmetics to 
soften and nourish the skin. Olive-oil is, besides, 
one of the best lotions for the scalp. An applica- 
tion of hot olive-oil the night before a shampoo 
is advised by many of the most expert hair- 
specialists. As for almond-oil—a pleasing cream 
for rough, cracked skins can be made of one part 
beeswax and three parts almond-oil. Another 
almond lotion that is easy to make at home is of 
one ounce of blanched sweet almonds beaten to a 
paste, and strained with one-half pint of distilled 
or soft water through a gauze. This softens the 
skin. And a spoonful of almond meal in rinsing 
water gives the hands a velvety texture. 

Milk is still considered an excellent mild 
astringent. The Marquise de Fontenoy, in her 
colourful Eve’s Glossary, written in Queen Vic- 
toria’s time, says that there is no surer remedy 
for a rough or broken-out skin than to wash the 
face three times a day in hot water and then in 
tepid milk. A beauty expert in New York City— 
one of the wisest men in his lore—uses hot milk 
to take down swellings and to allay irritation. 
And, if one’s cold-cream supply has given out 
unexpectedly, one can use sweet cream to rub 
away the wrinkles, by applying the cream with 
cotton and letting it dry on overnight. Then, too, 
buttermilk is the main ingredient in a bleach 
for arms, neck, and shoulders. One cupful of 
freshly grated horseradish is added to one quart 
of buttermilk and allowed to stand for twenty- 
four hours. The milk is strained, applied as a 
lotion on the skin, and left on overnight. 

Milk was used, among other homely remedies, 
by the royal dairymaids at Versailles to freshen 
their faces after a night of dancing. Indeed, 
those ladies of Versailles used just about every- 
thing in the way of a cosmetic. They dabbled in 
the art themselves, spending hours in the still- 
room, with great pinafores tied over their Dresden 
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silk milkmaid costumes, diamonds gleaming 
around their white throats, and powders blowing 
in their eyes every time an inquisitive duchess 
opened the door to see how all was progressing. 
The bolder among them devised recipes of their 
own. The more timid followed rules already 
laid down. They made the famous “Poudre 
d’Amour,” invented by a favourite of Louis XIV. 
First, they scraped six carrots and half a pink 
beet-root, squeezing the juice through a muslin 
bag over three ounces of powdered cornstarch. 
They mixed this well and let it dry in the sun. 
Then, they sifted it and added

They sifted it again and kept it, ready for use, 
in a sandalwood box. 

They squeezed strawberries and raspberries to 
make a complexion wash. The mode for straw- 
berry-juice was followed to such an extent that 
Isabeau of Bavaria insisted on having baths in it, 
in season. And Madame Tallien, leader of fash- 
ion in the Directoire, bathed in raspberry-juice, 
all the year round. Various fruit juices are 
still used and are very refreshing. The pineapple 
is the most satisfactory, because it is colourless. 
Even the oft-sung banana has its cosmetic value, 
for banana pulp mixed with lemon-juice may be 
used as a bleach for the hands. 


CHARM AND CHARMS 


England, in this same period, was not at all 
behind the Continent in matters cosmetic. The 
Toilet of Flora, discreetly anonymous and pub- 
lished in 1784, gives a collection of recipes that 
must have taxed the gardens and barnyards for 
miles around. Every fruit and vegetable ever 
sold by a grocer or peddled from a cart in the 
lane appears in the pages of this guide-book to 
beauty. Some of the recipes smack of supersti- 
tions and old-time charms, but most of them show 
knowledge of the healing and refreshing virtue 
that lies in the harvest. For instance, they knew 
the cosmetic value of cucumbers, as they showed 
in this amazing recipe—copied just as they wrote 
it, minus the quaint old s’s that look like f’s and 
make one want to lisp when reading them. 

“Take Hog’s lard, a pound; ripe Melons, and 
Cucumbers, of each three pounds, Verjuice, one 
half of a pint: two pippins pared, and a pint of 
Cow’s Milk.” When this was mixed thoroughly, 
it was to be kept “for use, in a gallypot tied 
over with a bladder.” Cucumbers are used today 
for bleaching, not peeled, but chopped in a meat- 

















A Caesar’s wife follows the milky way. 
Poppea, Nero’s queen, refused to go on 
a week-end party up to Tivoli without 
fifteen she-asses in her train to provide 
her with complexion cream. And, since 
Caesar’s wife can do no wrong, women, 
ever after, have used milk as a cosmetic 


chopper and drained through gauze adding two 
drops of carbolic acid to a cup of the soft pulp. 

One reads in this naive, yet sophisticated little 
book, lines that sound more like medicine-man 
incantations than earnest attempts “to point out 
and explairi”— as the advertisement of the book 
says—‘‘to the Fair Sex the Methods by which 
they may preserve and add to their Charms.” For 
example, “Powder your head with powdered 
Parsley Seed, at night, once in three or four 
months, and the Hair will never fall off.” They 
made Celestial Water of every possible spice and 
all fruits and berries, pulverized the mixture, 
buried it for fifteen days, and then boiled it. 
Concerning this complicated concoction, they 
said, “If a person rubs himself in the morning 
with this water on the forehead, eyelids, back of 

















the head, and nape of the neck, it renders him 
quick and easy of conception, strengthens the 
memory, enlivens the spirits, and greatly com- 
forts the sight.” (Note: The complete recipe of 
this miraculous fluid will be furnished upon 
request; but Vogue can not guarantee that all 
the above benefits will come from its use.) 
Another formula, more simple than this, reads, 
“Wash the Face with the Tears that issue from 
the Vine, during the months of May and June.” 
This dew-bathing, though a bit impractical, is not 
as solely sentimental as it sounds. For, rain- 
water is better than any other for bathing pur- 
poses, and one pint of it,.with a few drops of 
essence of roses and one tumblerful of fresh 
lemon-juice, is good for clearing the complexion. 


FROM ORCHARD AND GARDEN 


Lemons are used in many of the old-fashioned, 
home-made cosmetics, as well as in the modern, 
commercial products. They are one of the most 
valuable of fruits for complexion purposes, an 
excellent bleach, cooling and cleansing. Equal 
parts of glycerine, lemon-juice, and distilled 
water make a good lotion for the hands. Or, just 
lemon-juice with four or five times its bulk of 
pure water is cooling and whitening to most skins. 
Lemon-juice softens the alkali in water and is 
used sometimes in the rinsing after a shampoo. 
One of the quaintest uses of the lemon is described 
in The Toilet of Flora. 

“Make a hole in a Lemon, fill it with Sugar 
Candy, and close it nicely with leaf Gold applied 
over the Rind that was cut out; then roast the 
Lemon in hot ashes. When desirous of using the 
Juice, squeeze out ‘a little through the hole, and 
wash the face with a napkin wetted with it. This 
Juice greatly cleanses the skin, and brightens the 
complexion.” A modern use for the whole lemon, 
though not so amusing as this old one, is doubt- 
less more efficacious. It acts as a cure for rough, 
calloused elbows. After the elbows have been 
soaked in warm, sudsy water, a half of a lemon is 
rubbed in a rotary motion on their points. Then, 
a little olive-oil is applied. 

The old recipes became very involved. Women 
took to cosmetics as to mah jong or bridge. They 
spent four or five months collecting flowers and

gained its kindlier name, “bella- 

donna,” when the lovely and ingen- 

ious ladies of the Italian Renais- 

sance discovered that its carmine 

juices made an excellent liquid lip 
rouge 
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herbs for one concoction. For instance, to make 
flower essence, they put as many flowers as they 
wished in a large jar, layer by layer, mixed with 
salt, until the jar was full. They corked the jar 
and stood it in the cellar, or some other cool 
place, for forty days, after which, they emptied the 
contents of the jar into a sieve or straining cloth 
and squeezed the juice gently out into an earthen- 
ware pan. Then, they put the juice in a glass 
bottle, filling it only two-thirds full and corking 
it. They stood this in the heat of the sun for 
about thirty days. The liquid thus obtained and 
purified is so powerful that a single drop of it 
will scent a quart of water or any other liquid. 
This is an extremely interesting recipe for a 
woman to follow to-day. And, also, it is rather 
amusing to save flowers of all kinds—even the hot- 
house beauties that decorate city apartments—, 
dry them properly, and put them in little bags. 
One of these bags, dropped in the bath, gives it a 
pleasant fragrance. And a salt rub after the bath is 
a wonderful tonic for the body. 


The pale brown princesses in their castles 
on the River Nile used many of the very 
same ingredients in their cosmetics that 
are used to-day, and Cheops’ royal 
daughter was so successful with her beauty 
that she was able to have a pyramid built 
with stones her suitors brought her 


same quantity of four Cold seeds, viz. Gourd- 
seed, Cucumber-seed, Melon-seed, and Lettuce- 
seed; the Whites of twelve new laid Eggs, the 
Juice of four Lemons, three ounces of Sugar 
Candy, a gallon of Goat’s Milk; mix the whole 
together, and distill in a vapour-bath. To every 
two quarts of the distilled Water, add a quarter 
of a pint of Spirit of Cherries.” 

Melons, pumpkins, beans, onions, bran, oats, 
barley, also are listed in the yellow pages of the 
cosmetic book. Cabbage and camomile were 
brewed into hair-rinses. The latter is still used 


for keeping blonde hair light and has a beneficial 
effect on hair of any colour. The night before 
the shampoo, two ounces of camomile tea-leaves 
are steeped in two quarts of water. The next 
morning, the tea-water is drained off and, after 
the hair has been shampooed and _ thoroughly 
rinsed, is poured over the hair. Camomile tea 
may be had at any good pharmacy and is the 
same tea used as an old-fashioned remedy for 
stomach-ache. Barley and oatmeal are still used 
in rinsing water for the hands, and cornmeal can 
be used with water—like soap—to cleanse and 
soften the hands and elbows. It is also used with 
lemon-juice as a skin bleach. But the onion 
belongs entirely to the past. Hot, it was a cure for 
corns; red, it was a destroyer of warts; squeezed, 
its juice was an abolisher of freckles. No won- 
der pungent spices were favourite perfumes! 
Indeed, perfume in large quantities was lauded, 
not only as a joy and delight, but as a cure for 
many ills. A story that was often told in the 
boudoir or still-room is of 
the four thieves in Marseilles

ed and sampled and made 
changes. Each woman 
seemed to be trying to outdo 
her neighbour.

Eggs were added, whole 
loaves of bread, and as many 
vegetables as could be cooked 
together in a kettle. Here is 
a typical “Cosmetic Water.” 
“Take a pound and one half 
of fine Wheaten Bread, four 
ounces of Peach-kernels, the

N the various phases of jewellery 

fashions, pearls have long occupied 

a place set apart. Ever in good taste, 
they formed a permanent background for 
each passing jewel fancy. One took the 
same strand from out the safe, and wore 
it, season after season. Now the mode 
has taken pearls from out their niche. 
Pearls are chic. Pearls are smart. To be 
sure, the pearls of to-day seldom need 
the protection of a safe, for often they 
are as false as they are fair and only 
worth their weight in the gold of smart- 
ness. Pearls go in strands about the neck, 
are looped around the wrist, and hang 
suspended from, or cling to, the ears. 
Pearl necklaces are often triple—three 
graduated strands held by an emerald 
clasp are particularly smart, and what- 
ever short strands are worn may be 
supplemented with one or more longer 
strands. Single choker strings close up 
about the neck prefer larger beads and 
often adopt colours heretofore unknown 
to pearls—grey, silver, shell-pink, or 
gold.

ANCING feet are a kaleidoscope 

of gleaming beauty as they flash 

on a polished floor. In the day- 
time mode, the shoes must be as con- 
servative as the costumes they accom- 
pany, owing their chic to their subdued 
smartness. But the slippers of the eve- 
ning mode! They glitter and sparkle like 
jewels. They use gold, and silver, and 
even colours. Particularly decorative 
ones are shown by Madame Bob—gay 
little evening shoes, suggesting the vanity- 
cases or purses one has carried, by their 
coloured leather—in such shades as rose, 
blue, green, tooled with small all-over 
designs of gold or silver. Bands and 
heels of gold or silver kid trim these mo- 
dels, for Madame Bob considers a com- 
bination of two leathers smarter than 
brocade. There are also shoes of pump 
or sandal type, made of a sort of leather 
not unlike lizard skin, in pale rose or 
blue.

Illustrate Predicted Fashions 


OW that the Paris openings are a thing 
N of the recent past and the mode is not 
only launched on its winter way, but is 
thoroughly established, both in Paris and New 
York, Vogue stops to review the situation and 
see what tendencies that were predicted have 
actually come into fashion being. It is always 
pleasant to realize that one’s predictions have 
been verified, and, as the established new themes 
pass in review, Vogue has the satisfactory knowl- 
edge that each and every one of them is in com- 
plete accord with Vogue’s forecast, made as early 
as September 15, and with the Vogue summary 
of the important notes of the early and the final 
Paris openings. 
Vogue stressed the importance of the chemise 
frock, and it appears continually in the mode, 
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A note of Vogue’s fashion forecast was fur, used 

in a border to emphasize a circular flare. This 

typical ensemble is of black satin, and the coat 

is cut in the fashion of the men’s coats of the Louis 

XV. period, a period that showed its influence in 

many details of the Paris openings. The border and 
the muff are of black fox 


embroidered, figured, or fringed, but still a 
chemise silhouette. Panels overlapping on a skirt 
were marked as important in the first openings, 
and these are found on many smart frocks of 
the mode. The brief tailleur was to continue in 
favour, and it does continue, and grows more 
brief and slim-as it does so, with skirts so tight 
that they must be split up the side for freedom. 
Straight-line frocks, with ornaments like the most 
complicated mosaics, were mentioned in the Sep- 
tember 15 Number, and were realized as one of 
the most dominant notes of the season; and 
elaborate motifs appear on many frocks for 
evening, and some for afternoon. The design is 
suited to the form of the gown and is fashioned 
of embroideries of little mirror beads, paste 
jewels, and coloured stones. Flowers, too, ap- 
pear in variegated and decorative designs. 

A return of the scarf was promised, and it has 
appeared in almost every house, differing from 
scarfs of other seasons in that it is an integral 
part of the gown it accompanies, even coming 
from the sleeves or making part of a small cape. 
Ties were mentioned, and they appear in fasci- 
nating variety, on day frocks and evening frocks. 
The jabot, too, was heralded before its arrival. 

“Separate coats are important,” said the fore- 
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cast, and the mode offers great choice in the 
matter of smart coats, cut very simply like a man’s 
overcoat, or the shorter coats, often embroidered 
and fur-bordered. One new way of the mode 
with fur is to use it as a border in the front of a 
coat only, rather than all the way around, as last 
season. The straight coat, too, has an innovation 
in that it adopts unexpected sleeves, tied or 
draped in a novel manner. Evening wraps have 
changed but little, and the prevalent model is a 
transposition of the cape, made with a tight upper 
part of fur or bands of fur, which moulds the 
shoulders and the upper arms, and a voluminous 
circular lower part. All coat collars have dimin- 
ished their proportions. 

The tunic was termed “all-important” in the 
Vogue forecast, and so it has proved to be, in 
blouses, in ensembles, and, most of all, in frocks. 
Sleeves have undergone astounding changes, and 
come in every sort of eccentric—and effective— 
version. Collars have risen high in the mode, so 
high, indeed, that few women consider them flat- 
tering, but will wear them in spite of that, so 
insistently have they been shown in all the collec- 
tions. These upstanding collars are often fash- 
ioned by a scarf coiled twice around the neck 
and hanging in a knot down the back. 





“The tunic will be the dominant note in the frocks 

of the coming season,” predicted Vogue. One most 

successful tunic frock is made of black crépe with 

sleeves, yoke, and lower part of black satin going 

up in points on the crépe in a flame-like outline, 

edged with narrow braid. A fob effect of passe- 
menterie hangs from the yoke 


A feature that Vogue emphasized, and that is 
becoming quite general, is the double front on 
capes and, occasionally, on coats. These fronts of 
quilted taffeta, padded like eider-down, add to 
the cape the warmth that its cut denies it. This 
feature was introduced two years ago, but it is 
not until this season that it has been completely 
launched. Vogue selected vests as one of -the 
important details of the Paris openings, and they 
are appearing with many costumes. Muffs were 
to be revived, and they are, distinctly so—small 
muffs, larger muffs, even muffs like purses. 
Girdles, Vogue said, were to be varied from the 
single one about the waist, and their many 
double and triple versions are now one of the 
most noticeable features of the new frocks. 

Filmy evening gowns of layers of tulle and 
slim evening gowns of draped satin were shown 
in Vogue and have grown in importance in the 
mode. “Skirts are to be decidedly shorter,” was 
the prediction, and every one who follows the way 
of fashion knows to what heights skirts have 
risen. Thus the mode stands complete as it was 
first predicted—slim, straight, deviating from its 
simplicity only by an unusual sleeve, a glitter of 
bead embroidery, a draped scarf, some unique 
touch that brings added distinction to its elegance.

Often, they are as charming as the loveliest robe 
d’intérieur; usually they are even more striking 
and original. 

The models on these pages, chosen from im- 
portant French houses, show the unlimited possi- 
bilities offered by this mode. Molyneux, Lanvin, 
Chanel, and Drecoll—each of these great de- 
signers presents new interpretations of this amus- 
ing and comfortable costume.

PAPAL BIG, Bong: 





HERE are two classes of women 
who don’t look into a mirror often 
enough—the successful, and the 
crushed. In between, stand the vast crowd 
of those who look, but don’t see. Here and 
there, the gods have endowed a woman 
with the sense to look, the courage to see, 
and the wisdom to know just what to do 
about it. 

The successful woman may have suc- 
ceeded through brains—whereupon, she 
despises beauty. She may have succeeded 
through beauty, with the result that she 
despises brains. But chic—which any 
woman may have, and no woman should attempt 
to do without—is a special kind of beauty, a very 
civilized, sophisticated, subtle kind of beauty, 
worked out and applied by brains. It is the only 
beauty that doesn’t need to fade with time. 


CHIC DEFINED 


Chic is partly of the mind, then, and partly of 
the body: partly a point of view, and partly an 
infinite series of small details carefully carried 
out. Groom a mannequin, clothe her, teach her to 
walk, and still she may have no chic at all. She 
may lack that inner sureness, that stillness in 
repose, that vividness in action, which has nothing 
to do with what she wears. She has the shell of 
chic, but not the soul. A great actress, a great 
artist, a great business woman, on the other hand, 
may have beauty and intelligence, yet she may 
be so wrapped up in creating other things that 
she neglects to create herself. To do this wouldn’t 
make her any less great on her own particular 
stage, and it would make her incomparably more 
attractive in her private life. She has so much. 
let us say, that she underestimates the final teuch 
of perfection that she might have. She has the 
soul of chic, perhaps, but not the body. 

At the other end of the scale crouches the 
woman with no self-confidence, whose idea - of 


hell would be a place paved and walled with 
mirrors. She’s so sure she has no possibilities 
that she never even considers them. She wears 
clothes to cover her. If she could buy a helmet 
of invisibility instead of a hat, she’d do it. 
Whether her feeling results from the idea that 
she’s too old, too fat, too thin, or that some one 
feature is so bad that it destroys the whole effect, 
she also has no chic, because she doesn’t try for it. 
And yet, she’s nearer salvation, if she only knew 
it, than the crowd who are so sure they’re right, 
so sure they know—, the crowd who flood into 
the big shops when the doors swing one way, and 
flood out again when the doors swing the other; 
who criticize, dogmatize, and buy—buy—buy. 
Yet, they’ve spent so little time in considering 
themselves, the women who are to wear all these 
clothes, that they’re never a good advertisement 
for the shop that dresses them, or the human 
race of which they form so loud a part. Having 
neither the shell nor the soul of chic, they haven’t 
even the grace of knowing what they lack. 


THE TEMPTATION COUNTER 


All the great shops and many of the lesser ones 
have a Temptation Counter—more than a coun- 
ter, a whole section—devoted to trying to make 
these women consider themselves. It twinkles 


with the sheen of glass and coloured 
liquids. “Gay labels, odd shapes, perfumes 

both heady and delicate, creams and 
pastes, powders light as_ thistle-down, 
rouges and lipsticks and lotions and crys- 

tals are there. It has the air of a little 
bazaar, a little jewel shop. The things 

one buys are small and perfect, pleasant 

to look at. Even the girls who serve one 

are prettier here Coming is an adventure; 

and going away carries a thrill. What do 

we buy at the Temptation Counter? Hope. 

The trouble with most of the hope- 

buyers is that they haven’t given the 
matter enough thought. They’re like a child at 
a Christmas tree, who reaches out for all the 
pretty candles, indiscriminately. The women 
who go to the great beauty specialists are more 
fortunate, because, even if they don’t think, they 
stand a good chance of having their thinking 
done for them. But the really constructive thing 
to do is to begin at the beginning and go all the 
way through on your own brains, calling in aid 
where necessary—but knowing just why you do it. 


FUNDAMENTALS OF VANITY 


To start with—are you well? If not, go and 
have those tonsils out, those teeth attended to, or 
whatever the doctor says is necessary. Self-indul- 
gence may have been fashionable once upon a 
time. But the slim figure, the clear skin, the 
youth incarnate that is behind all to-day’s thought 
about beauty and smartness is utterly against it. 
The débutante may let herself go, perhaps. But 
self-indulgence to the débutante’s mother means 
middle age. Whereupon, she had better be dead. 

Exercise is, of course, a necessity It should 
be taken outdoors, as much as possible’ Gym- 
nasium, dancing classes are for the determined; 
systems of exercises with phonograph accom- 
paniment for those who haven’t the time for 
longer hours. One woman who keeps a phono- 
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graph in her own room prefers to put on ordinary 
fox-trot records, speed up the time, and dance 
wildly till perspiration and exhaustion intervene. 
Then, she hops into a hot bath, soaks a while, 
takes a cold shower, and is ready to build the 
Tower of Babel or read through the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. Another, whose sense of beauty is 
stronger, has toy balloons which she blows up 
and bats about to the tune of the latest Broadway 
successes. In any case, open windows and the 
minimum of clothing help the process, and a 
quick flow of blood is the goal. You’ve no idea 
how much more alive such an orgy of activity 
will make you feel. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL AIDS TO BEAUTY 


Learning to relax is just as important as learn- 
ing to exercise. Here is where the psychological 
effect of many of the Temptation Counter’s prep- 
arations is just as important as their physiologi- 
cal effect. The enforced quiet and contemplation 
of the half-hour spent with a beauty pack on the 
face and peace in the soul are no small factors 
in the prevention of wrinkles—, and this is not 
underestimating the effects mentioned on the 
label. ‘The soothing sense of luxury afforded by 
the rose coloured bath crystals and their soft per- 
fume goes a long way towards making one react 
when the time arrives for the stinging cold 
shower. Right here, too, comes in the value of 
something not sold at the Temptation Counter, 
but closely related to it—, the lovely and potent 
négligée, warranted to turn a temperamental artist 
or an irritable society woman into a large and 
lazy rose with nothing to do but sit still. The life 
in which négligées play no part is a candle burnt 
at both ends—but fully lit at neither. 

Having learned to exercise and to relax—to say 
nothing of learning to eat (or not to eat), to 
drink (or not to drink)—, one has now acquired 
a fairly reliable mechanism. One is in posses- 
sion of a hundred and ten, fifteen, or twenty 
pounds of personality that may be reasoned with 
without hysterics. Whereupon, the time arrives 
for considering oneself in detail, piece by 
piece. 

Naturally, every woman who hasn’t already 
shingled her hair reviews the subject at least once 
a month. The non-shingled are rapidly becoming 
extinct. Shall she—or not? And here, again, 
comes in the question of the psychological effect. 
On the unintelligent, this may be very slight. 
But the shock, the stimulus, the challenge to a 
clever woman no longer young is certainly to be 
reckoned with. If she needs bucking up, and is 
willing to shoulder the responsibility of being 
much more careful in every detail of her groom- 
ing and dressing than she has been in the past, 
let her shingle—provided, of course, that the 
fashion would be becoming. But, if she’s lazy 
and won’t live up to her shingle or so. diffident 
that she is afraid of it, let her shorten her hair 
so that nothing is left but a small chignon, and 
proceec as before. Changing the colour of one’s 
hair, by the way, is always a doubtful experiment. 
As a rule, Nature works out her schemes of dec- 
oration pretty carefully, and to give oneself a red 
or a golden head to go with a naturally bru- 
nette complexion is to jar the values of the 
whole palette. This is not to say that the 
jarring is never piquant; but it must be done 
by an artist. 


DISCREET MAKE-UP 


The same th.ng is true of make-up to-day. 
Natural effects may always be heightened, but 
seldom changed, except with disastrous results. 
Startling make-up isn’t used at present in Paris. 
Lips and cheeks are not too red. Noses are never 
white. Nails shine, but discreetly, and they are 
pink, not carmine. Perfumes are subtle, pervasive, 
but not insistent. It is all part of the delicately 
perfect thing we are trying to create with simple 
line and lovely colour in our clothes. Splashing 
effects that a South Sea Islander would appre- 
ciate, theatrical contrasts that suggest a spot-light 
and a megaphone, elaboration that spells money 
(Continued on page 126)

Are We Justified in Deriding the Taste of Our 


Parents ? 


In Its Homes: but 


HE fallacy of generalizing about matters of taste is 
that they must always remain matters of taste; there 
can be no Absolute, no final right or wrong, but only 
fashion—only that indefinable spirit abroad in the air which by 
its insidious whisper persuades members of the same generation 
to the same way of thinking. But to say that one way of think- 
ing is better than another way of thinking is as rash as prophecy, 
for what the eye accepted as agreeable a few years ago is apt 
to-day to appear intolerable, and vice versa. With what amused 
delight we have smiled over photographs of forgotten house- 
parties, race-meetings, and tennis matches; Philip Hone’s Journal 
seems not more remote; then, with a shock, we have realized that 
that preposterous hat, that inconceivable skirt, adorned our own 
person five short years ago. 


UR mothers in their young womanhood recede already into 

the faded sanctity of the old family album, quite distant 
from ourselves, a matter of curiosity, almost in the dead air of a 
museum; we turn the pages and smile; yet our own childish 
fingers touched those furbelows and that taffeta; our own voices 
cried, “Oh Mummy, you’re like a fairy!” when in that whale- 
boned bodice she came to peep “good night” at us before the 
dinner-party. 


O with the rooms that our parents thought beautiful and to 

which they accustomed our eyes as children—those crowded 
rooms, full of foodstuffs and knickknacks; one was forever fall- 
ing over the one and knocking over the other. Many of these 
rooms survive, in the houses of those who have not marched along 
with the times; New York can still show them. They are fusty 
generally, but their characteristic is that they are overfull; not 
an object is left free to breathe, but must have other objects 
placed upon it. There are tables and brackets, loaded with 
boxes or with photographs; there is a pouf built round a palm; 
there are so many knickknacks everywhere that a chance clumsy 
knock against anything brings down a shower like the leaves of 
autumn. In the same sort of room, too,.a shelf may run round 
the wall—a happy pretext for a crowd of dust traps: fans, 
watches, crystal animals, vases of old peacock feathers, caskets; 
on the sofas, the cushions are innumerable; brocaded curtains at 
the windows conspire with thick lace blinds to keep out the 
light. The effect of the whole is dingy and cluttered to the last 


degree. There is no space, no design; yet, the ‘nineties thought it 
“cosy.” Where are we to look for truth? 
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This Complicated Age Exacts Simplicity 


All’s a Matter of Fashion 


UR tendency to-day is towards space; we may have lost 

our heads over colour, but we have not neglected line. The 
‘nineties would think it chilly. We want elbow-room. We 
abominate “fuss.”’ Strange contradiction in a neurotic age! our 
lives may be overcrowded, but in our rooms, at least, we must 
have scope to move about. Although we may complicate our 
existences, in our houses we must have the minimum of lumber. 
Progress across a drawing-room is no longer an obstacle race. 
Everything that is fusty or fussy we tend to eliminate; we like 
hard surfaces and absence of ornament; we prefer hard stones 
to sculptured wood, marble to plush, Empire to rococo, severity 
to comfort. 


ANGEROUS as it is to draw comparisons, we may yet 

wonder whether we have not reached a safer standard in 
aiming at simplicity of taste. True, though we restrain ourselves 
on the one hand, we indulge ourselves on the other; we can not 
resist the gaudy. But perhaps this is the rather pathetic instinct 
of a Northern people to counteract their climate. A superstition 
exists that love of colour belongs to the South; never believe a 
word of it! No women but Northern women dream of dressing 
like macaws; French, Italian, and Spanish go draped in black. 
There may be more colour littered about in the South, but it is 
accidental, and the sun helps. We don’t find the deliberate 
garishness that is found in the North—not, at least, within doors 
or within the houses of those who consider themselves refined 
and enlightened beyond the poor crudity of such inventions. 


O each country let us leave that which best becomes it, and 

to each generation the expression of its individuality in 
taste. Let us also study our own. The sense of colour is a gift, 
and the sense of symmetry is a gift; for some odd reason, they 
rarely go together. So, if we have our successes, we undeniably 
have our failures, too, and the nations with a soberer taste are 
quick to jeer and blame. Being an obstinate race, we are not 
discouraged. We go on absorbing all the interior decorators can 
tell us. If free space must be colour filled, we go planting down 
orange and crimson cushions, that are like a scream in an other- 
wise calm room, and no doubt our children will patronize our 
efforts as we patronize now the efforts of the ‘nineties. Our 
comfort will be that we shall probably agree with them, if we 
have kept the open mind which in all matters of progress is the 
only unalterable asset. But we must watch ‘our art reflexes as 
we do our arteries, lest time should harden them.

finement, then it refines the refined refine- 

ment, and thus it descends into decadence 
and disintegrates. The revue seems to be par- 
alleling the history of civilizations, except that 
refinement is scarcely the word to apply to revues. 
They elaborate, then they elaborate elaboration, 
then they elaborate the elaborate elaboration— 
and that brings us to the autumn of 1924. These 
strange entertainments—part glorified musical 
comedy, part magnified vaudeville—have become 
so gorgeous, so opulent, so dazzling, so stupen- 
dous, that they beggar description. That is just 
the way their press-agents might—-and do—de- 
scribe them. Even in advertising, they draw from 
the arsenal of super-superlatives. 

The problem of the revue producers must be 
acute. They have crowded their stage with girls, 
filled their casts with dancers, acrobats, comics, 
jammed thirty to forty scenes into three hours, 
used all the colour, light, and fabric combinations. 
What can they do next? Shall we soon be deso- 
lated by the sight of Mr. Ziegfeld, Mr. Carroll, 
Mr. White, Mr. Berlin, Mr. Short, Mr. Anderson 
sitting on the Broadway curb weeping like so 
many Alexanders? For, truly, they can not go 
much further in bigness and expense and remain 
within the walls of the theatre.

That idea seems to have occurred to Mr Haz- 
zard Short. His “Ritz Revue” is smart, dainty, 
diverse, amusing, when not coarse and cheap.

THANKS, AND HOW THE HOSTESS GIVES IT 


With Her Heart Most Surely When She Knows That 


Her Hospitality Includes a Menu Worthy the Occaston 


URKEYS, as everybody is aware, preside 
over the Thanksgiving dinners of such as 
can afford that luxury. But even cold- 
storage birds are not within the purchasing power 
of all, and as for the juicy, fat, tender, and 
delicious farmyard product of tradition, perhaps 
only in memory or in dreams do most of us come 
in touch with him. However, in thinking of 
Thanksgiving Day, we think of it in terms of 
turkey, since the food for the principal meal of 
the occasion simply surrounds it 2nd so—stopping 
for just a few moments to describe how we believe 
the table might be set and garnished—, we shall 
try to suggest an appropriate menu. To this end, 
we have collected some of our family’s most 
cherished recipes. 


DECORATIONS FOR THE THANKSGIVING TABLE 


Of course, few fathers of households carve to- 
day. In the first place, they mostly can’t, and, in 
the second, it’s a great nuisance to them when 
they can, and not an especially pretty company 
sight. So, then, the centre of the table may be 
regarded as a space not to be left free for dishes, 
but for embellishment. With country dinners, 
nothing can be prettier than the scarlet and 
crimson leaves of the sumac and those sweet little 
misty lilac wild asters. Goldenrod—if it is really 
golden and not in its usual condition of greenish 
mustard colour—might be sparingly used. If one 
wishes to see and talk to one’s neighbours, the 
centrepiece should be low. A very charming 
pattern can be made with the fine, green, small- 
leafed branches of the barberry bush, dotted here 
and there with tiny flower-heads or clusters of 
bright red berries; this decoration is put directly 
on the damask. For town dinners, one can riot 
in all sorts of sulphur, henna, dark wine coloured, 





and almost black chrysanthemums, and pay fine 
large prices for their timely beauty, too. Any 
lighting should be on the table, not above it; 
though this sage counsel applies to all tables 
always and has no special bearing upon Thanks- 
giving, beyond the added blessing breathed by 
usually bedazzled diners. We are, naturally, re- 
ferring here to the dinner of dinner-time, and not 
the mid-day meal to which many people sit solidly 
down, at whatever daylight hour suits them, 
lighted by the best central luminary we know of, 
the sun. 

Well, then, given our main course, what shall 
we have before and after? Split pea soup is a 
good, rich, sustaining beginning for a family 
dinner, and tasty also. To make it, one should 
wash one quart of split pease until quite clean. 
Then, the night before the soup is needed, they 
should be soaked in two quarts and a half of 
water. About twelve o'clock the next day, a 
carrot, turnip, onion, and pepper (no salt), and 
a piece of salt pork about two pounds in weight 
are added to this mixture, and it is put on the 
fire to boil slowly for three hours and a half. 
Next, the pork is removed, the soup mashed 
through a colander and then through a hair-sieve, 
and then put into a clean saucepan with a cup 
of cream. It should come to a boil and be served 
very hot. The pork can be served by itself, cut 
in small pieces, or put, so cut, into the tureen. 

Having opened the feast with this substantial 
fare, one might, with a mere thimbleful of an 
entrée, such as mushroom patés, proceed to busi- 
ness. But, to those whose appetites are hearty, 
a dish of scalloped fish might appeal; accord- 
ingly, we give it. A quarter of a pound of butter 
and two large tablespoons of flour are beaten 
together, and enough milk or cream to make a 
thick sauce is stirred in. This is stirred on the 





fire until the milk boils. Next, a dish is buttered; 
a layer of cold boiled fish and a layer of sauce are 
added alternately, until the dish is quite full; 
and bread-crumbs and small pieces of butter are 
placed on the top. This should be baked about 
half an hour. 

After this, bring on the turkey, the cranberry 
sauce, the sweet potatoes, the tender string-beans 
—and beware of leaving the least shred of string 
to disgust fine palates. Stringing beans is a long, 
tedious process, but, if it is not carried to per- 
fection, the beans are ruined. 


THE SALAD AND SWEET 


Any one having a scrap of space left in the 
interior economy may now care for salad. Bread 
and apple salad might be served, the bread and 
apples cut into little square dice; or celery and 
apple salad. Either should be served with lettuce 
and mayonnaise dressing, accompanied by toasted 
thin biscuit, which—if the cheese soufflé entrée 
has been discarded for scalloped fish—might be 
flavoured with cheese. And so one arrives at the 
sweet course. 

Pumpkin pie belongs to the Thanksgiving din- 
ner quite as much as turkey does, but some out- 
siders—some “anglers in the lake of darkness” — 
do not love it as no doubt it should be loved. 
What, then, shall one give them as a substitute? 
Not ice-cream at that autumnal time. Let us 
try cottage-pudding. To make it, one uses two 
eggs, one pint of flour, half a pint of sugar, one 
pint of sweet milk, one and a half tablespoonfuls 
of butter, one teaspoonful of soda, and two 
teaspoonfuls of cream of tartar. The eggs are 
beaten very light; the butter and sugar warmed 
and beaten to a cream, then added to the eggs.

other about in perfect time. But there 
are too many of these features. And a 
fine number, “The Happy Prince,” de- 
signed by James Reynolds, is too long; 
the Vincent Lopez band plays too many 
select.ons; the sketches invariably go 
beyond their point; the colours are too 
gorgeous. One becomes bewildered, 
comatose, like Christmas afternoon. 


“DEAR SIR” 


Philip Goodman has followed his 
successful “Poppy” of last season with 
“Dear Sir,” a half-hearted, routine 
musical comedy containing no particu- 
lar novelty, singing, acting, or dancing 
—no particular anything except per- 
haps a limber youngster named Craig 
who dances without self-consciousness. 
And Walter Catlett. He works faith- 
fully and hard, and doubtless does as 
much with the lifeless libretto as can be 
done. Genevieve Tobin wears a per- 
manent smile like Julia Sanderson, has 
no voice, is too dignified even to attempt 
more than a few dignified dance steps, 
and altogether seems out of place. 
Kathlene Martyn, who is not featured, 
is bright and clever and with Catlett 
puts over the best number in the show: 
“My Houseboat on the Harlem.” Oscar 
Shaw is a handsome tenor. 


**“ROSE-MARIE”’ 


By far the best of the season’s musi- 
cal pieces is “Rose-Marie.” ‘The book, 
by Otto Harbach and Oscar Hammer- 
stein, second, tells a real story logi- 
cally and suspensively; the music, by 
Rudolf Frim!] and Herbert Stothart, is 
part of the fabric of the story and 
worthy of the fine voice of the exquisite 
Mary Ellis. The comedy of William 
Kent and Dorothy Mackaye is viva- 
cious. Dennis King is a good-looking 
and incredibly stiff hero. There is a 
Totem Pole number, astonishing in 
conception and rendition; the precision 
of the dances and manceuvres is truly 
amazing— David Bennett is respon- 
sible for them. A/‘together, “Rose- 
Marie” is one of the most satisfying 
musical plays in a long while. It is 
direct, melodious, romantic in the man- 
ner of the great successes of another 
day; it is of the family of “The Merry 


. Widow,” “Mlle. Modiste,” “The Choc- 


olate Soldier,” and just as we, when 
we were younger, waltzed to the great 
hit of “The Merry Widow,” shouted 
“T Want What I Want When I Want 
It,” and mooned to “Kiss Me Again,” 
so, doubtless, all the younger world will 
soon be making love to “Rose-Marie.” 
It has been many a day since romance 
has had as good a tune to march to. 


*“*HASSAN”’ 


Romance will not march to the lines 
of “Hassan ;” it moves too slowly. This 
poetic drama by the late James Elroy 
Flecker is lovely to read. Perhaps, it 
might be lovely in the theatre. It is 
not possible to tell from the clumsy, 
tasteless, overburdened production at 
the Knickerbocker. Here is a play 
containing some beautiful verse and 
fine dramatic moments put on the stage 
without beauty and without imagina- 
tion. That is true even of the Fokine 
Ballets. And, with one exception, of 
the acting. Randal Ayrton as Hassan 
is sometimes effective. So is James 
Dale as the Caliph Haroun Al Raschid. 
But the only adequate performance is 
that of Murray Kinnell; he is subtle, 
sure, and expert. He reminds one of 
Schuyler Ladd in “The Yellow Jacket.” 
The two actors employ similar methods 
in not dissimilar réles. 


? 


“Hassan” has been a great success in 
London. Possibly, it was better done 
there, although the program says 
“Arranged for production by Basil 
Dean, from His Majesty’s Theatre, 
London,” which wouid seem to indi- 
cate that it was produced there in much 
the same way and by the same people 
as here. So the old saying is once 
again proved true—as it is proved 
many times in every season—‘tastes 
differ,” especially the theatrical tastes 
of London and New York. Flecker 
was a rare and sensitive poet; it may 
be that he is responsib‘e for part of 
the dreariness at the Knickerbocker, 
that he was not a dramatist. But the 
chief responsibi.ity lies with the men 
who selected the cast and the scenery 
and under whose direction “Hassan” 
became on the stage a long, literal, 
tedious thing. 


“MY SON” 


“My Son” is a drama of the subtle 
interplay of emotions wr.tten without 
subtiety. The story is s.mple. Ana 
Silva, a Portugue.e woman living on 
Cape Cod, has a son, a professional 
dancer, who steals some jewels in order 
to elope with a frivolous flapper. The 
mother recovers the jewels, dopes the 
boy, and has him carried aboard a 
freighter starting on a two years’ 
voyage. That’s all. Such a naive little 
tale—all its main developments obvious 
from the first—can have no significance 
unless the characters are sharply de- 
fined and the interplay of their rela- 
tions made revealing and moving. The 
play is rarely moving. There is no 
surprise either in plot or in character. 
The peop:e react to every situation 
exactly as you expect them to, exactly 
as they have in a hundred other plays. 
So your chief pleasure is of the I-knew- 
it-all-along var.ety. Moreover, the 
dialogue is wooden, and some of the 
expedients used are of the cheaper 
theatre. Joan Gordon does as much 
as she can do with the part of the 
mother, and E. L. Fernandez, as her 
middle-aged suitor, is fervent. 


“GROUNDS FOR DIVORCE” 


In “Grounds for Divorce,” the 
author of “Fata Morgana” has adhered 
so closely to what we know as the 
Pinero formula that, except for a cer- 
tain vivacity which the English play- 
wright rarely attains, it might be his 
own work. There is the friend of the 
family who says trenchant things at 
exactly the moment they should be 
said, who acts as a sort of chorus com- 
menting on the other characters and 
summing up the situations, who runs 
errands, who can’t be insulted because 
he is too understanding. There is the 
husband who is so absorbed in his 
work that he neglects his wife, loses 
her, and doesn’t realize that she has 
never loved any one but him until a 
full act after the dullest person in the 
remotest chair has known it. There 
is the neglected wife who creates a 
fictitious lover to bring her husband 
to realize his love for her. There is 
the woman friend who covets the neg- 
lected wife’s hucband. They are all 
there. But so is Ina Claire, who gives 
youth and gaiety and life to the con- 
traption. She gives reality to a play 
that never once deviates from the rules, 
that makes great sacrifices for epi- 
grams, endows all the actors with tell- 
ing exit speeches, carries every situa- 
tion and every act a little beyond its 
strength. The entire burden falls on 
Ina Claire: she bears it bravely, glori- 
ously, brilliantly.

*“*THE HAUNTED HOUSE” 


The indefatigable Owen Davis once 
more has two plays running on Broad- 
way. One, “The Haunted House,” is 
a bright, rapid, ingenious burlesque of 
the mystery plays. It is continuously 
and genuinely funny for two acts, and 
as amusing as most farces in the third. 
All the laugh and shiver ingredients 
are there. Every one is suspected of a 
murder which hasn’t been committed. 


| That is the gist of the story. But 


Davis has embroidered it with so much 
invention, so many turns and twists, 
such surprises that it races along. True, 
his invention outstrips his play at times, 
he starts things which he neglects to 
follow up, but that only adds to the 
gay confusion of the burlesque. The 
piece is acted as farce should be acted 
—with the greatest seriousness. Wal- 
lace Eddinger is not as happily cast 
as in “Captain Applejack,” but his 
inconsequent, insouciant manner is de- 
lightful. “The Haunted House” suc- 
ceeds admirably in what it attempts— 
it is a good laugh show. 


*“LAZYBONES” - 


“Lazybones,” the second of the Davis 
plays to arrive this season, is a tender 
drama of life that flows evenly, life 
in the remote regions where the cur- 
rent ruffles the surface only at rare 
intervals. The hero is a slow, dilatory, 
dull fellow whose motto might be a 
slight variation of the Goldsmith 
couplet : 


. . they crown in shades like these 
A youth of leisure with an age of ease. 


He is somewhat too forbearing, too un- 
ruffled; you wish that occasionally he 
would snap out of it. He would irri- 
tate you in life just as he does on the 
stage, and you would love him just as 
much and believe in him as much. For, 
with all his shiftlessness and dullness, 
he is sweet and gallant. So is the 
play. It is hard to make the marriage 
of a man to his ward half his age ro- 
mantic in the theatre. Owen Davis is 
not altogether successful in doing it 
any more than the playwrights who 
devised the later John Drew comedies 
were. Perhaps, Davis has made .the 
final love-scene too long, has stressed 
it too heavily. None the less, “Lazy- 
bones” warms your heart; it makes 
you feel kindly, tender. 

George Abbott, who gave such a fine 
performance in “Hell Bent fer Heaven,” 
last year’s Pulitzer Prize Play, has the 
title rédle in “Lazybones.” He is sin- 
cere, appealing, direct, and yet reticent, 
maybe a bit too reticent, for he under- 
plays at times. He has ease, manli- 


| ness, and charm. Martha-Bryan Allen 


is altogether delightful—more than 
that. 

But the triumph of ‘“Lazybones,” 
both in the writing and in the acting, 


| is Rebecca Fanning, played by Eliza- 


beth Patterson. In the first two acts, 
she is a hard, dominating, snobbish, 
repressed New England woman with 
two daughters whose lives she is de- 
termined to arrange. She does, and 
destroys them. In the last act, she 
has grown old. And, unlike most of 


| the old women in plays, age has not 


mellowed her nor made her a benevo- 
lent being in lace and lavender. Re- 
becca Fanning’s age is the natural de- 


velopment of her character. Dodder- - 


ing, feeble, dependent on the daughter 
whom she has made into a thwarted 
neurasthenic, she retains the hardness, 
the sharp dogmatic intolerance of her 
earlier years. It is a fine, true portrait. 
And Elizabeth Patterson embodies it 
completely, magnificently. 


It is a long jump from “Icebound” 
to “The Nervous Wreck,” equally long 
from “The Haunted House” to “Lazy- 
bones.” But Owen Davis makes it 
easily; he is never winded. Each sea- 
son, he proves anew that his is the most 
versatile, as well as the most prolific, 
talent in our theatre. 


“THE THIRD YEAR” 


Roberta Arnold’s new play is called 
“The Tantrum,” or rather it was called 
that. I believe it is now touring as 
“The Third Year.” That is as it 
should be. We should be reminded 
often of Miss Arnold’s delightful per- 
formance in “The First Year.’ But, 
if the numerical process continues, 
what, one wonders, will “The Thir- 
teenth Year” be like? The “First” 
was calm and delicious; the “Third”’ 
is violent and obstreperous. The for- 
mer had the feel and the colour of life; 
the latter is wholly of the theatre. It 
begins at a whirlwind pace, dwindles, 
and finally resorts to a trick ending to 
pull itself together. 

The first act is fresh and vigorous, 
too vigorous in fact—, you actually 
dislike the hoydenish heroine. In the 
succeeding acts, the authors soften her, 
and the hilarity declines proportion- 
ately. They resort to all sorts of ruses 
to keep the fable going—a lover, bad 
women, hootch, song. Nevertheless, the 
play failed. But Miss Arnold didn’t. 
She has a fine comedy sense, tempo, 
technique, and the ability to make 
everything tell. She fills the stage as, 
in a different way, Blanche Bates does. 


“IZZY” 


If you were alone on a desert island 
and the sea were to wash up the 
Ghester stories on which Mrs. Trimble 
Bradley and George Broadhurst have 
based their play, “Izzy,” you would 
glance through the damp pages and 
then mail them post-haste to the 
Saturday Evening Post. And, even 
though there were no facilities for 
mailing stories on a desert island, you 
would not be distressed; you would 
be certain that in.some way, somehow, 
those stories would reach the Post or 
there is no such thing as destiny. They 
are inevitably Post stuff. So is the 
play made from them. It follows the 
success formula rigorously; it deals in 
types, not characters, and the types, 
like paper-dolls, are in two dimensions. 
A Jew is an avaricious fellow with 
some sentiment—it’s all as simple as 
that. 


**MINICK”’ 


A comedy by George S. Kaufman 
and Edna Ferber produced and di- 
rected by Winthrop Ames is no small 
event in New York. A friendly, smart, 
but sophisticated audience crowded the 
Booth Theatre for the premiére, buzz- 
ing with expectation. It enjoyed the 
first act hugely, laughed unrestrainedly 
at the somewhat extraneous woman’s 
club meeting of the second, and found 
the rest rather flat. “Minick” comes 
from a short story, and that’s what it 
remains essentially. 

The tale is really told at the end of 
the first act. Old Minick comes to 
live with his son and daughter-in-law. 
They welcome him cordially, but he’s 
in the way. In Act two, he is more 
in the way. In Act three, he goes to 
an old folk’s home. A few lines added 
to the second act would make the third 
superfluous. Even aside from that, 
“Minick” is not a satisfying comedy. 
There are several loose ends. For in- 
stance, much stress is laid on the

Mrs. R. H. J.: Would you advise me 
as to what glove is most suitable for 
daytime wear with a street frock of 
black silk mohair? 

Ans.: Beige suéde gloves are the most 
suitable with a black mohair street 
frock. With this, you should wear 
black patent leather pumps and stock- 
ings in a colour to match your gloves. 


Miss M. H.: I have a quantity of 
healthy, shiny hair and am in doubt 
as whether to bob or not to bob it. 
Will long hair ever again be the 
“crowning glory” that it once was, or 
is the bob destined soon to become a 
passing fad? I do not wish to sacrifice 
a luxuriant head of hair for a mere 
hair-dressing whim of the moment, 
but, on the other hand, I think the 
well-kept bob is extremely chic and 
becoming to many women. I am in the 
twenties and small, with a rather round 
face and fine-textured hair in a golden- 
brown shade that would, I fear, show 
disastrous results from permanent wav- 
ing or marcelling, yet I do not like a 
straight cut. 

Ans.: From a fashion point of view, 
you need have no hesitancy in bobbing 
your hair. providing, of course, that 
you really want to do it, but that is 
something that only you yourself can 
decide. There is, at present, no indica- 
tion of the passing of the bob; on the 
contrary, it would seem to be a fashion 
of considerab!e permanence. It is diffi- 
cult, of course, to prophesy as to the 
future, but you need have no fear that 
short hair will be in disfavour for 
many, many months to come, if ever at 
all. The very smartly dressed woman 
in New York and in Paris is, if she 
has not actually bobbed her hair, thin- 
ning it out so that it conforms grace- 
fully to the natural shape of the head. 
If you feel that you have not the cour- 
age to make the sacrifice all at once, 
you might cut the hair short over the 
ears and keep a small knot in back, 
which may be rolled into a chignon, 
close to the nape of the neck. Paris 
greatly favours this fashion, which, in 
fact, is practically the only alternative 
to the bobbed head. We do not think 
you would have any more difficulty 
waving short hair than longhair. 
Probably, the best solution would be to 
train it so that it looks well without 
curling. Permanent waving, however, 
is very seldom harmful if done by an 
experienced operator and if the hair 
is kept in good condition afterwards, 
but one must be certain that the process 
will not result in a bushy effect. 


VOGUE 


TO CORRESPONDENTS 


Mrs. L. W.: Please advise me as to 
what should be done with my hair. I 
am fifty years old and do not want 
grey hair, but, in spite of dyes and 
tints, which have no lasting benefits, 
my hair is becoming more and more 
grey. Is henna tea advisable when hair 
is half grey? I should like to obtain the 
rich dark red that is sometimes seen, 
but I am afraid my ha‘r is already too 
grey for a pretty shade of red. 

Ans.: Our earnest advice to you is 
that you do nothing whatever to change 
the colour of your hair. Dyes and so- 
called hair-restorers are Lut an annoy- 
ance, for they are d_-fficult to apply, 
and the effect is not permanent. Some- 
times, indeed, the process is very harm- 
ful, and it is rare that a pleasing 
result is obtained. Greying hair, more- 
over, does not take a red tint very well. 
It is much more apt to look dark and 
muddy. After all, grey hair is not a 
calamity. Nature, it would seem, 
knows best about such things, for, 
frequently, when grey hair does appear, 
it is very often the most becoming 
frame that can be had for the face. Un- 
natural tints make the face look hard, 
whereas grey hair, if kept in good con- 
dition and becomingly dressed, can be 
extremely attractive. Dyed hair is also 
very hard to wave, and it usually be- 
comes stiff and difficult to manage. 


Mrs. K. M. C.: As I have recently 
divorced my husband, will you please 
tell me the correct form for my calling- 
cards and the correct heading for my 
stationery ? 

Ans.: A divorced woman’s maiden 
name should be combined with that of 
her hu_band’s.

Leigh Manners,” and she will sign her 
name, as she always did, “Mary Leigh 
Manners.” Her business paper should 
be marked “Mrs, Leigh Manners.”

Next, the flour and cream of tartar are 
sifted together and the milk added by 
degrees. For flavouring, lemon, rose- 
water, or nutmeg may be added, and, 
last, the soda in a little of the milk. 
This should be served very hot. If 
these directions .are followed, a deli- 
cious pudding is the result; otherwise, 
it will be heavy. Those who ate this 
pudding years ago remember it as 
delicious, and the hard sauce, of butter 
and sugar rubbed together, flavoured 
with vanilla and sprinkled with nut- 


meg, as no less so. In those days, one 
took puddings for the sauce. There 
appears to have been no ruling about 
how long.this delectable dish should 
stay in the oven, but we can assert that 
it came out exquisitely brown on all its 
outside and like a glorified, not too 
solid, cake within. Coffee, rich and 
black, should serve to keep the family 
awake after this abundance of food, 
and the accompanying liquids must be 
left to the taste and ability of the 
household.

younger Minick entering the mail-order 
business and his wife’s opposition. 
Then, the subject is dropped. But the 
real trouble with “Minick” goes deeper 
than that. It is pathos treated as 
rather strident comedy. You may laugh 
heartily at an old man who is in the 
way in his son’s house, but not so 
far back in your head is the fear that 
the same thing may happen to you. 
Only the young have never felt that 
fear, and the public for “Minick” must 
be largely well over thirty. 

Mr. Ames has assembled an excellent 
cast and has. directed them with un- 
canny skill. Phyllis Povah as the 
daughter-in-law gives a rich and nat- 
ural performance. Only in her hys- 
terical scene did she seem somewhat 
forced. O. P. Heggie, as Minick, 
senior, is in the unfortuate position of 
having to play a leading réle which 
is not sharply defined or leading. It 
is, rather, a central part, somewhat 
quiescent and immutable, like the centre 
of gravity. Several minor parts are 
beautifully acted, notably the two old 
men from the Home. Woodman 
Thompson has put an apartment on 
the stage of the Booth that you could 
move ‘into at any time. 


“THAT AWFUL MRS. EATON!” 


The second play by John Farrar and 
Stephen Vincent Benet, “That Awful 
Mrs. Eaton!”, was produced by William 
A. Brady with splendour at the Mor- 
osco Theatre. It tells the story of 
Andrew Jackson’s championship of 
Peggy O’Neal, the barmaid who mar- 
ried John Henry Eaton, the Secretary 
of War. The real Peggy was, I believe, 
a scandalous person; on the stage, she 
is merely maligned. A century has 


faded her colours, and now she is pure 
white. Official Washington society, 
led by Mrs. John C. Calhoun, snubs 
the poor girl publicly and more rudely 
than any one has ever been snubbed 
before. So Old Hickory gives a grand 
ball at the White House, and Mistress 
Peggy is the hostess. Imagine Mrs. 
Calhoun’s indignation, Mrs. Everett’s 
confusion! Picture the President’s 
delight and the exultation of his secre- 
tary who entertains a hopeless passion 
for Peggy, as they said in 1829. 

The comedy contains two delightful 
scenes—that in which Jackson receives 
Sir Charles Vaughan while his faith- 
ful negro valet shaves him, and the 
téte-a-téte between Peggy and Major 
Taylor, the secretary with a thick 
Southern accent and chivalry. There 
is also a big scene in which the heroine 
makes a florid, semicolon speech. 

In “Nerves,” the authors treated a 
tremendous tragedy as an adjunct to 
a Long Island house-party. In “That 
“Awful Mrs. Eaton!”, they were handi- 
capped by having no story. Peggy is 
humiliated, she triumphs—that’s all 
there is. The play is static, no char- 
acter grows or changes. So the effect 
is of a series of pictures—rather beauti- 
ful pictures, for Mr. Brady has been 
lavish with both money and taste in 
the production. The authors have 
been lavish, too; they overcrowd their 
stage, overelaborate their episodes, over- 
emphasize their points. 

Frank McGlynn is a vehement Jack- 
son, theatrical, posturing. Minor Wat- 
son gives an excellent performance of 
the shy, gallant, amorous Major from 
Tennessee. But the honours go to 
Katherine Alexander—lovely, vivacious, 
graceful, elusive, she has also charm 
and sincerity.

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THE WELL-DRESSED WOMAN 
by ANNE RITTENHOUSE 
PUBLISHED BY HARPER 


N The Well-Dressed Woman, first 
I» Worth, of French fashion 

fame, and then Anne Rittenhouse, 
no less well-known (although as a re- 
porter rather than a creator of fash- 
ions) preaches a series of sermons on 
the philosophy of dressing. This is 
by no means a new subject—volumes 
have been written on it before, and the 
best fashion magazines fill their pages 
with articles and captions of much the 
same purport; but, if one is to judge 
by the examples of dressing on every 
hand, the majority of women seem to 
absorb only the fluff and the fringe of 
these messages. Both M. Worth and 
Miss Rittenhouse explain the very 
warp and woof, the underlying princi- 
ples of good dressing in terse and 
simple language. 

Perhaps, the most interesting portion 
of the book is the discussion of the 
sartorial problems of the business 
woman, very serious problems, since 
there are so many of her and a con- 
siderable portion of her comfort and 
happiness and even her success depends 
upon her clothes. Miss Rittenhouse 
has not only an intelligent comprehen- 
sion of the conditions which make this 
problem difficult, but also practical and 
helpful suggestions for solving it. 
Various types and ages are considered, 
too, and detailed suggestions are given 
as to the best lines and colours for each 
particular group. 

It is interesting to Vogue to note 
that this book, which is written for all 
classes and conditions of women, has 
as its main texts the very words that 
Vogue uses, issue after issue. Sim- 
plicity; planning one’s costume as a 
whole; having a scheme of dressing, 
not buying hit or miss whatever strikes 
one’s fancy; studying one’s type and 
dressing accordingly, without following 
the mode too slavishly. These are the 
themes of M. Worth’s excellent advice 
and Miss Rittenhouse’s clear discussion 
of this ever-present problem. For, 
these are basic fashion truths and, 
simple as they sound, harder to follow 
than the Ten Commandments. The 
road to fashion is beset by as many 
temptations as the road to Heaven. 

It is the literary mode, just now, to 
read books about self-betterment— 
books about diet, exercise, psychoanaly- 
sis, and social etiquette. We are in- 
clined to think that for actual help in 
the daily problems that confront the 
average woman, this volume has even 
more to offer than any of these others.

A PASSAGE TO INDIA 
by E. M. TORSTER 
PUBLISHED BY HARCOURT, BRACE 


A Passage to India deserves an 
A-one rating by any literary Lloyds. 
The virtue of the book lies in the per- 
fect combination of human experience 
with a pen for which nothing is too 
simple or too subtle; a combination 
that is surely hard to beat. It is gratui- 
tous conceit for any mere reviewer to 
patronize Forster with flowers of speech. 

As a tale, the book is little or noth- 
ing. The who'e book hinges on a min- 
ute in a Malabor cave where a prig- 
gish, plain, English schoolmistress may 
or may not have been assaulted by a 
native, who may have been Dr. Aziz 
or the hired guide. Or, indeed, it may 
all have been a hallucination of nerves 
overstimulated by the heat and mystery 
of India. That’s absolutely all. But 
three hundred pages are devoted to the 
emotional and mental reactions of 
Anglo-Indians, Moslems, and Hindus 
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on one another, leading and descending 
from the momentous minute. And the 
subsequent events disrupt all Chandra- 
pore, alter several careers, cause one 
death, and nearly disorganize a whole 
district. That every page of the three 
hundred is absorbing to the hilt is 
proof of how little material is needed 
by a master of human motive to make 
a work that should endure. 

There is not a likable person in the 
book. The Anglo-Indians are as re- 
pellant as the natives. As a picture of 
a society of human beings, it is infin- 
itely depressing. Ugliness of motive or 
stupidity of perception runs through 
almost every action and speech. Chan- 
drapore is a pigsty of the soul. Little 
is made of the flow of colour and mag- 
nificence usually linked with the name 
of India. Much is made of the eye- 
flies, filth, and squalor of the reeking 
quarters known to the Anglo-Indian 
police. 

By day, as we write at a hard-wood 
desk, it seems impossible that such un- 
reasonable hysteria should seize upon 
everybody, men and women, white and 
brown, as that which followed the 
momentous minute in the cave. Could 
it be possible that among the sup- 
posedly hard-headed governing English 
no one could have said to Miss Quested, 
“Did you, or did you not, struggle 
with a native in the cave? If you did, 
can you say positively that he was Dr. 
Aziz, or the guide? Or that he was a 
stranger?” Had these simple doubts 
been cast, and simply answered “yes” 
or “no,” there would have been no book 
—and we should have missed the finest 
study of the clash of racial tempera- 
ments that has come to English litera- 
ture. 


THE GREEN HAT 
by MICHAEL ARLEN 
PUBLISHED BY DORAN 


The vogue of Arlen’s recent book, 
These Charming People, brings us with 
much interest to this newest one. It 
is the story of a lady who loved not 
wisely, but too frequently. 

The book moves leisurely for long 
stretches between quick situations and 
unravels itself with a start quite on the 
last page. It is full of people who are 
charming after the inimitable fashion 
of Arlen’s characters, people whom he 
depicts by deft touches, by the flicker 
of an eyelid or the curve of an arm. 
Every page he fills with eager phrases. 

Iris March, the girl of the green hat, 
is one of those people who, in novels 
and out of them, do so much bad that 
it is hard to think well of them, and 
yet turn around and do one thing so 
generous, so perilously akin to heroism, 
that you can’t but close the page with 
a glow of warm sympathy and admira- 
tion. We thought, long ago, that all 
the available forms and motives of 
dramatic sacrifice were exhausted, but 
here is one of which we have never 
heard before, which Michael Arlen 
must surely have thought of in a dream. 

Iris and Napier have grown up to- 
gether, but Napier’s father, a doughty 
baronet, cherishes political ambitions 
for his son. Into such schemes, Iris 
does not fit, and they are forbidden 
each other’s company. Iris, aged 
eighteen, marries Boy Fenwick, a poeti- 
cal ascetic of whom Rupert Brooke 
must surely have been the prototype. 
But, on their wedding night, the groom 
commits suicide, saying that he died 
for “purity.” Tris knows the real mean- 
ing of his cryptic words, but her loyalty 
to Boy’s friends seals her lips. They 
must keep their ideal memories of him. 
Of course. Iris’s reputation wasn’t 
worth a shilling after that, and she

went around knocking further chips off 
it as she went. Napier has married, 
and ten years have passed. But, in 
the end, their old love swells back. 
The two are about to leave for South 
America when a stirring catastrophe 
closes the romance. 

The book is styled with a gracious 
decadence which the most modern of 
the Georgian novelists are affecting, 
but which few make as plausible as the 
author of The Green Hat. His obser- 
vations are keenly etched, enlivened by 
the acid of a fine humour. They deal 
with the conflict of spirits rather than 
of physical forces, and, strange to say, 
he makes even a static condition of the 
mind almost as interesting as many 
writers do the struggle of actual ener- 
gies. He achieves in the novel the same 
delicate detachment that Wallace 
Stevens has brought to modern poetry. 


CHILLS AND FEVER 
by JOHN CROWE RANSOM 
PUBLISHED BY KNOPF 


The Tennessee mountains, even un- 
der the feudal patronage of the Van- 
derbilts, is not the first place to look 
for a poet. The recent emergence of a 
group of singers from that back-woods 
is itself to be remarked, apart from 
their merit. 

Mr. Ransom is, doubtless, leader of 
the group and, perhaps, the most effec- 
tive among them. We must not be sur- 
prised, considering his background, by 
various gifts that he displays: a certain 
wildness, a Certain prim reticence, a 
certain Southern grace. Christopher 
Morley, for one, remarks that his codex 
is “justly centered upon the very axle 
of a fine fancy.” 

The chills and fever of which he 
writes are extremes of the mind rather 
than of the’heart, for the mountaineer 


is emotionally restrained, and Oxford | 


has soothed the temper of this one’s 
movements. His poetry is controlled. 
“T am shaken, but not as a leaf,” he in- 
dicates in Allegro, ma non troppo, a 
poem that stands sentinel for the book. 


TORQUEMADA 
by RAFAEL SABATINI 
PUBLISHED BY HOUGHTON, MIFFLIN 


An historical sketch by Rafael Saba- 
tini comes to us upon the high tide of 
his repute as a romantic novelist. He 
brings to history the gusto, the pre- 
occupation with vivid surfaces, that 
has meant his success in the field of 
fiction. The title is to a large extent 
misleading. It might indicate that the 
book has to do with the personal for- 
tunes of the famous Prior of Holy 
Cross, Frey Tomas de Torquemada. 
As a matter of fact, it is a history of 
the ferocious tribunal, the Spanish 
Inquisition. But, as Frey Tomas was 
Grand Inquisitor during the zenith of 
the Inquisition’s power, the historia of 
the two runs almost parallel. 

The Spanish Inquisition has been 
the subject of much unrestrained and 
exaggerated writing. There are authors 
who laud its work of purification and 
deplore its extinction. There are others 
who dip their pens into intolerance as 
bitter as the tribunal which they attack, 
and invoke a hypocrisy of which the 
Inquisition itself was guiltless. Saba- 
tini has sought to hold a course unen- 
cumbered by religious partisanship. He 
leans a bit too heavily on the writings 
of Juan Llorente—an unfrocked priest 
is scarcely an impartial witness. But, 
on the whole, he walks clearly through 
a maze of opposing accounts. 

At least three points which Sabatini 
proves beyond doubt come as a surprise 
to the reader of this book. First, the 


Spanish Inquisition was more a civil 
institution of the Spanish kings than 
an ecclesiastical institution of the 
Catholic Church. Second, the Inquisi- 
tion, for all its cruel horror, operated 
with a certain amazing and logical im- 
personality. Third, Torquemada him- 
self and the Inquisitors in general 
were beyond the touch of worldly am- 
bitions. The story of this man proves 
Prescott’s dictum that, of all human in- 
firmities, fanaticism is the most mis- 
chievous. Few have been more admir- 
able in their effort to serve their God, 
but none so tragic in the actual service 
that they rendered. 

The Inquisition was at: institution 
of Vatican origin, founded to preserve 
dogma. from the suspicion of heresy. 
It dragged a slow course for centuries, 
until in Spain its execution was rele- 
gated to appointees of the Spanish 
sovereigns. The great Queen Isabella 
seems responsible for the Inquisition’s 
vast authority and fierceness in her un- 
happy country. Since the estates of 
“relapsed heretics” were confiscate to 
the sovereigns, one can easily see a 
reason for the extraordinary royal 
piety. That the popes sought to curb 
the excessive rigour of Torquemada, 
and finally contrived his retirement, is 
a fact not generally included in our 
histories. 

The logic of the Inquisition lay in 
the fact that it claimed no jurisdiction 
whatsoever over Jew or Moslem—only 
over Catholics, its own subjects. To 
heretics, it was unmerciful, but Jews 
were protected from persecution by the 
thunders of the Pope’s anathema. That 
is more than we can say for Queen 
Elizabeth’s persecution of non-Angli- 
cans in England. Anglicans them- 
selves, without a tradition of hard-shell 
dogma, could scarcely be concerned 
with mere heresy. But Jesuits and 
Anabaptists she burned with startling 
impartiality. 

Is it not interesting to note that the 
two fiercest persecutions of modern 
times, the one the blackest blot on 
Protestantism and the other the black- 
est blot on the Church of Rome, are 
largely to be laid to the door of two 
women, two Queens named Elizabeth?

And one of the earliest recollections of 
the average American is a large, black- 
bound book filled with fascinating and 
atrocious engravings. Through Darkest 
Africa was the title, as we recall it, 
and it told of Stanley’s (of the New 
York Herald) romantic search for the 
missing missionary, David Livingstone.

Kathleen Norris slaughters good 
gifts to make a Roman holiday! This 
book, at least, gives the impression of 
material despatched for mass consump- 
tion with cavalier attention to its form. 
There is certainly the outline of a 
splendid story, and Mrs. Norris in- 
dicates her understanding of human 
motives. But she works in haste, and 
who steals her style, steals trash. 

Rosalind Kirby, her “rose of the 
world,” a charming person whose 
family has lost pos‘t‘on through finan- 
cial reverses, worked in the Talbot Iron 
Works. Young Ta'bot was in love 
with Rose. but through maternal pres- 
sure married Edith Rogers, whose 
veneer of Eastern finishing-school 


manner soon palled on him. In the 
meantime, Rose accepted the proposal 
of Clyde Bainbridge, the most promin- 
ent young business man in Gates Mills, 
because she couldn’t see any reason 
why she shouldn’t. The story follows 
the fortunes of the four through in- 
trigue and sudden death to a conven- 
tional happy ending. 

“Rose of the world” is a bright char- 
acter, ably limned, but most of the 
others, and especially Edith, are drawn 
out of the hat of hack-work fiction. 
The ending is a regular deus ex ma- 
china. 

However, many will find it interest- 
ing and will realize its inadequacy only 
when their reading is done. Mean- 
while, the returns from the bookstalls 
will probably induce Mrs. Norris to 
grind out another of the same kind.

However, the short stories 
in this volume are notable. They carry 
a swiftness of movement, a succinctness 
of understanding that does them credit. 
His attention to pathetic and even hor- 
rible details does not forbid a strain of 
fantastic humour. They are little satires 
upon the minor weaknesses of men and 
women.

A paste is made of apricot and fig pulp 
cooked in sugar. This is eaten slowly. 
Strong, hot lemonade sweetened with 
honey is good for the same purpose. 

The reason, of course, why these 
fruits and vegetables are not used in 
really great quantity now, commercially, 
is that they are very perishable and hard 
to obtain out of season. Therefore, 
modern chemists have learned so clever- 
ly to imitate the juices of Nature that 
the beneficial qualities of the fruits and 
vegetables are present in the cosmetics 
of to-day, even when the substance is 
not there.
